grar. Said To Be In Chicago, Alive ami 
Well—The Whole Plot Kevealed by 
Trout. 
TEEBE HAUSE. Ind.. Sept. a—The Mus- 


grave mystery has been solved. The man 
who would have the world believe him 
dead ia alive and well in Chicago. As a 
consequence there is a tremendous sensa- 
tion here. Charles M. Trout, the young 
real estate dealer who waa strongly sus- 
pected of complicity in the conspiracy, 
contested at the coroner's inquest Wednes- 
day evening, and was placed under arrest 
for arson, perjury and conspiracy to de- 
fraud. Frederick F. Markle, brother-in- 
law to the fugitive real estate dealer, set 
the ball rolling. He is a citizen of repute, 
and he has too much on his mind about 
this case. It troubled him. aud late 
Wednesday afternoon when he was called 
by the coroner he made up bis mind to tell 
til he knew. After be had told bis story 
the police took Trout into custody. 


A Seniatlonal Story. 


When he learned that Markle had ex- 


fused the conspiracy he weakened to De- 
tective Dwyer and then he also went be- 
fore the coroner. In a room closed to all 
«av« the police officials Trout was for two 
hours the most supreme object of interest 
He was dejected to a pitiable degree and 
be was in an intense state of nervous agi- 
tation. The story of the desperate at- 
tempt to swindle the insurance companies 
by this fugitive forger with $30,000 on bis 
l.fe is sensational in the extreme, 
^ius- 


grave, according to both witnesses, is now 
in hiding in Chicago under the alias T. G 
Thornton. 
Markle gave the fugitive's 


whereabouts as 4343 Berkeley avenue and 
Trout gives It as 7430 St. Lawrence ave- 
nue. Just how this discrepancy occurs ij 
not apparent. Marklo is married to Mus- 
grave's sister and the latter was greatly 
agitated, believing her brother had really 
met a terrible fate. A few days after the 
log cabin fire Trout confided to Markle 
hat Musgrave was really alive and that 
t was just a scheme of bis that be was 
working.

Trout says the mistake 
that was made was in not leaving his 
ihoes and the buttons of bis pants.
